THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 
Voren oy M1s%10xs: 

Church is a word which signifies 
either « place of Christian worship, or 
a collective body of Christian people. 
It is probably derived from the Greek 
adjective kyriakos (from kyrios, lord), 
the place of worship baving been call- 
ed the Lord's houss and the worship- 
ers the Lord's people. 

The invisible church consists of all 
those who are savingly or spiritually 
united to Christ, that is, of all true 
believers; the visible church consist- 
ing of all who profess the religion of 
the Lord Jesns Christ. Roman Cath- 
olies do not in the same manner ac- 
knowledge the diztinetion between 
vi8ible and | the invisible chnreb, bat 
regard a connection with the hierarchy, 
and consequent participation of ordi- 
nances, as eStabliching a connection 
with the true church as snbsisting 
from age to age, in virtue of the an- 
thority- of Christ, and throngh the 
faith of individual believers aud their 
profession of Him. Roman Catholics 
regard the apostolical succession of 
the hierarchy and the regular 
administration of the sgcraments, as 
es8ential to the continned existence of 
that catholio or universs|] church 
which Oblrist planted on earth, and 
tho existence of which He bas prom- 
ised to maintain throughout all ages. 
Protestants, in general, regard the 
Church of Rome and the Greek Church 


as forming a part of the visible Charch | 


of Christ, batRoman Catholics are not 
accenstomed to make a corresponding 
admission with respect to the protest- 
ant churches. 

It has been usnal for protestauts to 
designate by the term church the col- 
leetive body of Christiaus in a particu- 
lar country, the greater number of 
them believing that snch & portion of 
the universal chnrch may warrantably 
be associated nnder a common govern- 
ment, and in countries where religious 
liberties exist, diversities of opinion 
on points of doctrine and church goy- 
ernment have given rise to these exist- 
ences of separate Christian as80ciations 
distinguished by names generally in- 
dicative of some of the peculiarities 
which characterize them, but this, 
however much they may differ on 
many points, does not in general hesi- 
tate to recognize each other as belong- 
ing to the univgrsal or visible Church 
of OChrist, whilst they retain 
in common the aame 
first principles of the Christian faith, 
and particularly the belief in one God 
and in the three persons of the God- 
head—thbe incarnation of the Son of 
God, the atonement by Jesus Christ, 
and the work of the Holy Spirit.

theory of church government is main- 
tained by many Baptists and others, 
who, for varions reasons, assnume dif- 
ferent denominatious. Episcopalians 
and Presbyterians agree that mavuy 
cougregations are to be united nnder a 
common government; bat this is prop- 
erly carried on by ministers and elders 
of these congregations meeting for this 
purpose on a footing of equality; 
whilst, according to Episcopalians, it 
1s more or less absolntely in the hands 
of Bishops, who are snperior to the 
mere pastor of the congregations. 
CHURCH HISTORY. 

The history of the Christian relig- 
jon and chnrch forms one of the most 
important parts of the general histo- 
[ry of mankind, and is intimately con- 
| nected not only with the political his- 
| tory of the world, but with the history 

of philosophy, of literature and civiliza- 
| tion, Church history embraces a 
wiew of the affairs of the chnrebrinthe 
whole world from the beginning to the 
present day. 

There is a general- agreement in di- 
viding the whole h1story of the church 
in three great periods; the first, from 
our Savior to the time of Constantine; 
the second, from that time to the Re- 
| formation; and the third, from the Re- 
formation to the present day. 

The earhest facts of church history 
are to be learned from the New Testa- 
ment, after which, however, the epis- 
tles and ethers writing of apostolic 
and other primitive fathers, afford 
s0nrees of information very scanty. 

Hegesippns, who wrote abont the 
middle of the second century, has 
transmitted to ns 8ome very imperfect 
memorials of thess early times; bat 
ths first proper ecclesiastical bistory 
is that of Ensebins of Cmsareca (324), 
This work was continned to the fifth 
century by Socrates Scholasticus, Her- 
mias Sozomenns and Theodoret. Sim- 
ilar compilations were execnted by 
Lactantins, Epiphanins, Hieronyrmns, 
Theodoret of Cyrus, Philostorgius and 
Zosimns, Ia the sixth century the 
chief ecclesiastical historians are The- 
odoras Lector,. Evagrius and Nicepho- 
ras Oollistins; in' the eighth the ven- 
erable Bede and Pan! Warnefried; in 
the ninth, Theophanes Confessor, Clan- 
dius of Turin, Haymo of Halberstadt, 
Scotus Erigena and Hinkmar of 
Rheims; 1n the twelfth and thirteentb, 
Photius, Simeon Metaphrastes, Theo- 
phylact, Matthew Paris, Albert of 
Strasburg and Ptolemy of Lucca; 'in 
the fifteenth Laurentins Valla is the 
most conspicuons name. Special bis- 
tories of the reformation were com- 
posed by Sleiden and Seckendorf, In 
the seventeenth century Calixtns dis- 
tivgnishet Wwimself, und —after—tim 
Thom, Illiz, Adam Rechenberg and 
Thomasins., The new life that awoke 
in Germany towards the middle of the 
eighteenth century produced a mnlti- 
tude of chnrch historians, of whom 
we can vnly afford ' to mention 
Arnold, C. M. Pfaff, NMachbeim, 
Seinler and 'J. Matt. Schrockb; while 
in still more recent times Marheineke, 
Dany, Neander, Gieseler and Hagen- 
bach have achieved the highest dis- 
tinction. 

But others besides the Lutheran 
dtivines have rendered valnable ser- 
vices to charch history. The Re- 
formed Chnrch boasts the eminent 
names of Dn Monlin, Job. Dallans, 
Blondel, Hottinger, Spanheim, Turre- 
tin, Venema, Jablonski, and recently 
D'Anbigne, while among Englishmen, 
Usher,” Pears0D0; Birigham, Lardner, 
and recently Milmanu and Maurice, 
have won distinetion, Seotland has 
few names, the chief being Calder- 
wood, Woodrow, MeCrie, and recent- 
ly Cunniugham. The greatest names 
in charch history in ' Catho.cio Francs 
are Tillemout, Bassnet, Bayle, Du 
Pin, Thomassin and Fleury. Among 
the Italians may be mentioned Orsi, 
Saccharelli, Pallavicini, Guicciardini 
and Muratori; and gmong the Roman 
Catholics of Germany, Dannenmayer, 
Connt Stalberg, Ritter, Horig and 
Dollinger.

were evangelized; Peter the Hermit of 
Amiens. France fostered the canse of 
the crnsaders owing to the oppreasions 
of the Christians in Palestine, seven 
in order, Birth of John Wycliffe and 
Jobn Huss Dawn of reform in the 
charch was begnn at the close of this 
period. The discovery of America (A. 
D. 1492) by Christopher Columbns 
was made in this period, 

In the modern period (4A. D, 1517- 
1880) reformgtion began. The Ger- 
man reformers were Luther, Melanch- 
thon, Eramus of Rotterdam, Fred- 
erick ths Wisze, Elector of | 
Saxony. FSwiss reformers were 
Zwingli, Calvin, Farel. English 
reformers were Ridley and Latimer, 
Cranmer, Rogers, Bishops Hooper and 
Ferrar, Dr. Taylor, Sannders and 
others. A thirty-year waF arosc and 
complete religious liberty was granted 
the protestants. Thomas Hobbs, the 
great English writer and deist, argued 
that might constitates right, and that 
Christianity is a fable. Birth of John 
Wesley, fonnder of Methodism, at Ep: 
worth, England, in 1703, Hecame to 
CGteorgia as missionary in 1735, He 
died 1791, bunt his canse till lives. 

The ancient church from the time of 
Constantine, was snbject to the state. 
The mediaeval church was ever con- 
tending with the empire for the -14- 
premacy. The modern church is a 
nnion of charch and state. The Amer- 
ican church was to become and is free 
from the state. 

The most recent events in the histo- 
ry of the church are: 1. Disposition 
toward the nnity of the various evan- 
gelical bodies. 2. Opposition to Ro- | 
man Catholicism by protestants of all 
lands. 3. Labors for the evangeliza- 
tion of the masses. 4. Missionary ac- 
tivity. 

The present condition and ontlook 
of the church in America is at present 
very vigorons avd aggressive. Every 
department of ecoclesiastical life | 
is full of promise. The Sunday 
8chool has developed wonderfnlly, 
while the literature of religions in- 
strnction has advanced rapidly. Mis- | 
$1008 have advanced rapidly, both for- . 
eign and domestic, and are vigoronsly 
8npported by the chnrches. Ednca- 
tion of the masscs has Kept pace with" 
the times. God is leading the chnrehb, 
and He bas greater things in store in 
the coming century than onr most ae- 
tive faith has yet dared to anticipate. 

There is a continned great work for 
the church to do, Christianity does | 
not yet belt the world; 971,000, 000 
are yet to receive the Christian relig- 
ion, against 418,000,000 of Christians. | 
It is not a matter of denomination,

We have on our chnreh roll twenty- 
one members including four proba- 
tioners, & nnmber of which was re- 
ceived after our arrival on the charge, 
also one Snnday School by the name 
of the Grant Union Sabbath School, 
with twenty-six names ou roll, three 
of which are teachers aud six officers, 
Oar school is becoming very interest- 
ing and bids fair to be second to none 
in the place if covtinned interest 1s

As an evidence of 
the fact «tated in the above relative to 
our work at this point, we would be 
doing injnstice to the citizens in gen» 
eral of Cape Palmas as well as the in- 
dividuals themselves not to make men- 
tion of the noble and charitable act of 
Hon. James W. Ashton and lady, who, 
as an evidence of their interest mani- 
fested in onr work in this country, 
gave « town lot, the value of which is 
equal to one hundred dollars, where- 
apon to build a chareh edifice, as, ws 
are at the prexent worshiping in « 
rented hall; als of St. Marks Sabbath 
School, who donated to us the um of 
two ponnds sterling, as well as Hon, 
James H. Dennis, «nperintendent of 
the county, who did not feel it hamili- 
ating ou his part in tho 
high povition held in tho state to 
accept the office of trustee in the 
chnrch of his race.

f. B. Parks, D. D., the sccretary of the same, who will pnblish Tax Voros 
or Miamoxs at room 61, Bible Honse, New York City, the headquarters of 
the Minsionary Department, and will commence by publishing the firzt paper 
Jannary t! 6 first, nineteen hnndred and one. The Bisbop thinks, as be is Presi- 
dent, he conld better expres bis own views than we conld for him, and de- 
sires the paper, and we are too williag to turn it over to him and gladly-be re- 
lievel of its great burden. 

Wo devired to complete onr eight years in pnblizhing and editing Tux 
Vorce or Missroxs with this, the D comber+ issno. Our eight full years are 
terminated, and we are vain enough to congratnlate onreolf npon believing 
we have partly missionized the A. M. BE. Chnrch, When we lannched Tix 
Vorcs or Mixmroxs eight years ago, ws little anticipated what we have vince 
een. The paper has gone to the ends of the world, and bas been read by 
p -ople of nearly all nations. Letters have come from Bombay, Calcutta, all 
pa-ts of Africa, from nearly all the West Indies Islands, Ceovtral America, 
Brazil an'l other points in South Americs, Australia, Manila and from ever 
section of North America, and invitations to come and establish the A. M. E. 
Chnreh have b-en nnmerom and indefinite. We have been appealed to from 
Bombay to 8end preachers who wonld call them brothers in the pulpit and on 
the «treots as well, implying that the white preachers there wonlt nse brother 
when preaching, but not when they wonld meet them on the street; but it is 
aselexs to atate the character of the appeals that have been made from dist- 
ant countries. Our attention has chiefly boen giverr to Africa, bowever, and 
North, Sonth and West Africs bave principally made Tur Vororx or Miasr0xs

He may solve the 47th problem 
in Enclid's geometry ;this is considered 
the Knottiest problem; an ancient 
philosopber spent years and years try- 
ing to work it out and when by care- 
foil aud patient study he had fonnd it 
out, be raised his bands to high beav- 
en, after he had sacriflced a hecatomb, 
and exclaimed in the joy of his beart, 
"ERareka, I bave found it.” 

The infidels, Tom Payne, Voltaire, 
Ingersol, all were intettgctnrally edu» 
cated, bunt that is vot the only brauch 
of edncation that onr Great Lustrnector 
would bave us learn. **Learn of Me.”
